A campaign to tills end will reportedly be conducted on campuses through¬ 
out the United States, vith a view to the creation of widespread dis¬ 


approval of the ftixon Administration, the development within the armed 
forces of a mass movement against the war, and the promotion in Vietnam 


of situations whereby troops will refuse to enter into combat.

York City by the Coralttee for Ron-Violent Action. The Chairman of 
the Editorial Board of Liberation , as 0 ^ 1966 , was the well-known per- 
* ennlsl pacifist A. J. Muste and Its Assistant Editors Included Tom Hoyden, 

Stoughton Ijyad, Kay Boyle (jranckenateln), and Bayard Pustin.

j Dellinger, self-described “CanHRUolst but not a Soviet type Ccranru- 

■ *" nlst", (meaning, presumnbly, a pro-Hoo/pro-Ho p»l Htnh type, Judging 

from his activities of the past several years). Is Chairman of the tla- 
tionpl .Mobilization Committee to End the war In Vietnam. Thd KMC is a 
coalition of over a hundred peace and student groups including Students 
for a Democratic Society (SDG), through which Dellinger and others,,, 
particularly Too Hayden and Rennie Davis, directed the anti-war demon¬ 
strations at tbe Democratic Rational Convention In Chicago.. It worked 
through the many Rev Left organizations which were under its general 
direction for purposes of information and coordination of activities, 
and was backed up by the YIPPIES,under the leadership of Jerry Rubin 
and Abbf* Hoffman, with whom they had a close working relationship. 

The BMC had previously coordinated and directed the highly disruptive 
march on Washington In October 1967* which Included -ft march on the 
Pentagon.dinring which Dellinger was arrested; it had organized the 
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nation-wide demonstrations held on 15 April I96B to protest the war in 

Vietnam; and had sponsored the International Days of Protest (21-30 

April 1968) which "kicked off" the Poor People's Campaign. Under its 

new title, Hew Mobilization Committee to End thd War in Vietnam, it is 

sponsoring an anti-Vietnam march to be held in Washington, D.C., on 

November 15, 1969, with the assistance of the Socialist Workers Farty, 

vhich is expected £0 be the largest anti-war demonstration ever held 

in this-country. . *

Dellinger, who is the coordinator for the march to be held on 15 
Jiovembex;-has a lifetime of radical pacifist activities behind him and 
has become probably the best known anti-Vietnam War protagonist in the 
nation. As far back as October 19^0, Dellinger refused to register 
for Selective Service; was convicted of violating the Selective Service 
Act; and served a year in prison. Upon his release, he filed for classi¬ 
fication as a conscience objector; but In A'tgust 19 ,l 3> he was again 
convicted of violating the Selective Service Act and was sentenced to • 
two years in prison. 


Dellinger has sponsored and/or been active in many leftist organi¬ 
zations, a number of which were under the aegis of A. J. Mustc Including 
the Committee for Won-Violent Action vhich publishes Liberation , the 
Break with Conscription Committee, the American forum for Socialist 
Education, etc. lie has been Chairman of the Non-Violent Committee for 
Cuban Independence, has been active on the behalf of the Fnir Play 
for Cuba Committee, and sponsored the Medical Aid to Cuba Committee; 
and more recently haB been a leader in many of the activities of the 
Hew left

Dellinger, who visited Cuba In i960, war. there again in the fall 
of 1964 and. upon hLs retunrhielivered.. a lauditory lecture at the # Unlverolty . 
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ef Miami , sponsored try the local chapter of the Women's International 
league for Peace and freedom, vhich so annoyed exiled Cuban students 
that a near rLot resulted. In January 1968 , ''pacifist** Dellinger 
attended the International Cultural Congress In Havona, Cuba, vhere 
he vaa lauded as "a fighter for.non-violence vho favors violence", 
and It vas said, "Dellinger doee not object to the Just violence of 
revolution against Imperialism or the violence of the Vietnamese a gainst 
the sonc evil "*.

Dellinger har. made various- trips to Vietnam, some via Moscow and 
Bed China, and hno repeatedly travelled to Czechoslovakia and France 
to meet with representatives of the North Vietnamese nnd the Viet Cong.

buMon of anti-Vietnam war^literature to American troops;

of 1967 , *od In uepcemoer of 1967 was one of forty-one Americans who 
vent to lfratislnva, Czeehoslcvajcia, for a conference with north Vietnam 
.ore! Viet_Conn representatives. 





In June 1968 Dellinger went to Paris, where he met with the Worth 
Vietnam Fence Delegation,nnd to Prague, where he met with members of 
the South Vietnam National Liberation Frftnt (in.f), as well. In January 
1969 »he again vent to Faria where he met vith the T 1 L 7 delegation to the 
Victown Peace conference, vho through him thanked tl\e national Mobili¬ 
zation Committee to End the War in Vletnnm tor vhnt they vere planning 
to do in Washington, D.C., during the Inauguration, while reminding 
" him that the real battle la to get rid of the American invasion force 
in Vietnam.
